A LOVER'S DILEMMA.

Lonpon, July 28.—Edward Rowdon, Justice of

He has a residence here 
at 92 Jermyn street, Piccadilly. The young man’s 
sudden infatuation for Miss Violet led him to the 
most absurd lengths.

THE CHAXGE TO RIVERSIDE PARK. 8 

Mr. MoGureon, N. T., July 8.— The day broke 
bright, and on the mountain passed without event 
until 10 o'clock, when the train arrived at the sum- 
mit. Col Fred Grant was one of the passengers 
upon it. He proceeded at once and alone, upon his 
arrival. to the cottage, his brother Jesse having re- 
mained behind. The Colonel immediately repaired 
to his mother’s apartment, where the family gath- 
ered to hear the result of the Colonel's trip to and 
conference in New York. He detailed His move- 
ments and explained that there seemed to be rea- 
sons for the choice of a burial spet in some other 
spot than Central Park. Riverside Park had, at 
the time of Gen. Grant's death, been suggested as 
the spot of burial, and it semed best to the Colonel 
after seeing and hearing all, to change the place of 
sepulture to Riverside Park. The matter having 
been thus presented to the family, a conclusion was 
reached in accord with the Colonel's suggestion, 
and he at once dictated the following dispatches:

THE COMPANY OF REGULARS. 

Upon the same train that brought Gen. Grant 
up the mountain came the company of regulars 
that had been expected since yesterday morning. 
They brought their tents and all camp accoutre- 
ments and wore the uniform of the regular army. 
There were thirty eight men in all and they were 
fine, manly fellows,every one. The commandant is 
Major Brown, with Lieutenants Wood and Barr. 
The detail is made up from Compauy E“ of the 
twelvih infantry, located at Fort Porter on the 
Niagara river. The men were formed in line under 
arms at the little mountain depot and marched up 
the path Gen. Grant attempted to climb to the 
cottage just six weeks ago to-day. Through the 
grove in front of the cottage and up the slope to a 
ridge covered with pine trees and beeches and 
where Gen. Grant's little grandchildren have been 
wont to play in swings and croquet since their 
coming to the mountain. The spot where a 
halt was made is about forty rods south of the cot- 
tage and here the white tents have been pitched 
and around the cottage where the dead commander 
lies, is now a scene of bivouac and camp life with 
veterans and regulars side by side. Col. Roger 
Jones, to whom all the military here are ordered to 
report, came with the regulars and has assumed 
control and direction under orders from Gen, 
Hancock. He understands that the company of 
regulars referred to are to 

ACT AS A BODYGUARD 

and a guard of honor to the remains, but if this is 
true, the U. S. Grant Post detail that has been 
serving in that capacity since Sunday 
night will de displaced and _ relegated 
to a minor post of duty. This matter, however, is 
within the discretion of Col. Fred. Grant, who will 
determine whether or not the post of honor shall 
remain with the Post that bears the name of the 
dead whom the men are watching. It is learned 
this morning that six hundred or seven 
hundred troops will be or have been ordered to 
Saratoga to meet the remains of Gen. Grant on 
their arrival there from the mountains on Tuesday 
next. It was the original intention of Gen. Han- 
cock to have sent the men to the mountain, but 
when he learned of the limited facilities 
for moving troops on the mountain he 
changed his purpose, and will send them 
as stated to Saraioga to receive the remains there, 

and to do duty during the transfer. It is not 

unlikely that the Seventh Regiment of New York 

wiil be chosen and detailed to do this. duty. 
Instead, too. of ordering the battery of artillery to 
the mountain, the ordnance will be stationed at 
Saratoga, where proper salutes will be fired during 
the transfer of the body from the mountain train 

to the funeral train on the track of the Delaware 
and Hudson Canal Company's Road. The intention 
of carrying the remains in the private car of Mr. 
Vanderbilt has been changed, and the funeral car 
“Woodlawn” has been substituted for Mr, Vander- 
diltꝰs car. 

DRAPING THE FUNERAL TRAIN. _ 

This car, beside carrying the remains, will fur. 
nish accommodations for forty persons. Otherwise 
the train will be made upas previously stated.

MESSAGES OF CONDOLENCE. 


The King of Belgium—Cablegram From 
the President of Chili. 

Wasaineron, D. , July 28.—United States Min- 
ister Fish, at Brussels, to-day cabled the Secretary 
of State as follows: By direction of the King, 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs has communicated 
to me an expression of the King’s sincere condol- 
ence on the occasion of Gen. Grant's death.

Lornp Chur Justice Mm Modnarn has 
prepared for the State Board of Equalization 
an opinion in which he holds that the rail- 
roads, in place of being one year behind in the 
assessment and payment of their taxes, are 
really one year ahead,” and have magnani- 
mously refrained from making the State deduct 
from their tax bills the extra year's taxes 
which they have paid.

A Drug Clerk’s Error Causes the 
Death of a Child. 


A Prescription Which Calls for Two 
Drops of Carbolic Acid is Filled With 
Eight Drops of the Poison—The 
Curious Request Which the Father 
Made of the Druggist. 


A mistake of Henry Winkler, a clerk in the drug 
store of Chas. Gulath, 2613 8. Broadway, in filling a 
perscription of Dr. H. E. Thompson's for the in- 
fant daughter of Paul Fuecht, residing at 218 
Victor street, resulted in the death of the child 
at 9:30 o'clock last night. The child, which 
was seven months and three days old at the 


time of its demise, had been ill since last Wednes- 
day, and the resideats of the neighborhood, who 
had beard rumors to the effect that it had not 
received proper treatment. were very much excited 
over the confirmation of their worst suspicions 
when it became generally 
the druggist’s clerk was the ble 
person. A Post-Dispaton reporter investigated 
the matter, and ascertained that Dr. Thompson had 
been called on to treat the case on the evening of 
last Wednesday. He found the baby suffering 
from a comparatively trivial complaint common to 
children during their teething periods. He prescribed 
containing two drops of carbolic 
acid. prescription was taken to Gulath's drug 
Store by Mr. Fuecnt to be filled. Heary Winker. 
who was on duty behind the counter at the time, 
filled it. The medicine was administered to tne

DR. THOMPSON

submitting ite contents to a chem.cai anal- 
ysis found that his prescription had not been 
properly flied. Instead of two drops of carbolic acid 
the medicine coniained seven or eight dreps, which 
difference accounted for the chiia's dangerous condi- 
tion. Dr. Tnompson went immediately to tue drug 
store and asking for Mr. Gulath gave him the med- 
icine and informed him of the mistake. Mr. 
Guiath was at first not incined to believe 
such an error possible, and requested time in 
wuich to make a thorougke examination. At the 
end of twenty-four hours he admitted to Pr. 
Iuompson that bis clerk, Henry WM. ler, nad made 
a Mistake in putting up the prescription as com- 
piained of by the ductor, Tue chud after ring 
in great pain died at 9:30 o'clock last 
night. Mr. Paul Fuecht was

Tho suggestion thrown out that labor should imt- 
tate capital as far as possible in securing 
control. of lands which are most likely to appreciate 
in value has been talked over considerably, and 
perhaps in five or ten years will beginto bear fruit, 
but not until after the cream of ity 
has been gathered. A half dozen or more unions 
expend $1,000,000 a year on strikes. This would 
pay better in rich coal or mineral lands which are 
worth today $5 or $10 an acre, bat which ten years 
hence will probably be worth $50 to $100 an acre. 
But this is a thought too far beyond the comprehen 
sion of the bulk of laborers, who can clearly under- 
stand theimportance of striking three months and 
losing $200 worth of labor in order to seeif they ean 
get an advance ef one-halt cent a yard on weaving, 
or a half-cent a bushel on coal, or fifty cents a ton 
more on iron, or twenty-five cents more on a day's 
work, Of course, the pressure of present necessi- 
ties is greater than the advantage of such invest- 
ments.
